The Income Tax. 


The income tax is not only alaw, but 
Congress has just determined: that it 
shall be enforced, unpopular and inquisi- 
torial. as it is. It directly affects all 
persons having incomes of more than 
$4,000. ‘These must pay on aff surplus 
above that sum. Those having as much 
as $3,500 per annum mnst make as de- 
tailed returns as those enjoying a larger 
sum, but they will not..be taxed, pro- 
vided. it is seen that they have not 
modestly understated their resourées, 

| Such returns must be made to collectors 
of internal revenue on or before the 
first Monday in March, 1895, and must 
include‘all income. from every source 
received in the year 1894, from January 

1 to December 31. 
It may be well enough to remind peo-, 


| ple having railroad or other corporation 


investments not amounting to $3,500 a 
year, that while not compelled to make 
returns or pay a tax, they may indirect- 
ly: do the latter through receiving 
smaller dividents than usual from the 


\ 


tax paying momen y to which they be- 


‘Jong: 


This, however, is of minor impor-} 
tance to the fact that, the ‘direct tax 
payer is not to be let off on a mere 
statement that his income is of a given 
amount. He is puton oath under heavy 
penalties, to enumerate his gross gains, 
profits and income, He must put down 
the gross. profits of his business,the 
amount of rents, received, profits or

The Post Office Location. 


The proposed removal of the Post 
Office seems likely to stir up consider- 
able feeling before the settlement of 
the question is reached; and apparently 
with little reason. We have said noth- 


ying about the matter-hitherto, because 


of the impossibility to judge compe- 
tently as to the merits of the case with 
the building into which it is proposed 
to move the office in its present unfin- 
ished state. A structure cluttered with 


“staging and-other debris .is-very differ- 


ent from a finished building. _ 

And we cannot see yet how it is pos- 
sivle with the present meagre knowl- 
edge of the demands of the office and 
of the conveniences that may be af- 
forded by a change to endorse a move 
or speak against it. There certainly is 
much to be said on both sides. ; But 
the ‘‘cat-in-the-meal’’ side of the ques- 
tion deserves more than passing notice

word upon this matter froma disinter- 
ested standpoint. 

lt is well for our citizens to. weigh 
the question. on its true merit and to 
endeavor to have it Settled in a way 


that shall be for the best pea tag bai 


the town. If the Post Office has 
proper quarters. where it is now, and 
cannot get such quarters by additions 
or changes, it must of course be moved. 
If it must be moved it is of interest.to 
every person in Andover to see that 
the best place possible is obtained. . At 
present there is no place suggested but 
the quarters in the Musgrove Building, 
and: the principal objector to~ these 
quarters is alarge real estate owner 
with no real reason for objecting but a 
fear of losing tenants from’ his own 
property. If there ‘is an honest objec- 
tion/to the placing of the Post Office in 
this place we hope it will be expressed 
by every such objector, but if it is sim- 
ply—a—case__of one real estate owner 
against another, fighting for advantage 
for his property, we hope our citizens 
will not be led to hastily endorse either. 


A Loss to Andover. 


The departure of Rev. F. W. Greene 
from Andover means the loss to our 
town of one who has had a warm place 
in the hearts of our people, anda prom- 
inent position in the councils and af- 
fairs of the- community for the past 
five years. While Mr. Greene’s church 
is quite a distance from the center, 1t 
has yet under his charge, grown to. be 

‘one of the most influential and useful 
in all directions. Mr. Greene has also 
had an active part in many things out- 
side of his regular church work: Tis 
labors as chairman of the school board 
were very efficient, and much of the 
excellent results seen in our schools to- 
day are due to the wise foundations 
laid for the new system, by the board 
of which Mr. Greene was so prominent 
apart.

My Dear People: ; 

It is with a traly heavy heart that I 
come to you to-day to present my resig- 
nation from the office of pastor with 
which you honored me over nine years 
ago. I have received. from the South 
Congregational, Church ih Middletown, 
Coun., a most cordial and unanimous 
call to become their pastor, and I say to 
youas I said to them when they ap- 
proached me og the subject, that I was 
happy in my work here and felt no desire 
to—leave the work to which God had 
called me with you. ButI was not my 
own master, and if the Lord wanted me 
elsewhere and would make it dear to me 
Ishould go. 

This EF now feel that he has done for 
me.

The snow began.to fall here about 1¢ 
o'clock Wednesday night and soon the 
wind began to howl: like: a maddened 
beast.

It is probable that we have heard of 
only a small part of the damage done, 
but below will be found mention of some 
things which happened as a result of this 
terrific wind storm, Chimneys seemed 
to be the special object of attack and a 
large number were blown oyer.. One on 
Barnard’s block. next to the Bank, fell 
with a crash which shook the whole 
building. Another on the ell of M. C. 
Andrews’ house was broken off close to 
roof, which was damaged considerably, 
Still another on the building occupied by 
Undertaker Messer on Park street was 
swept off and it is said that.a fire was 
harrowly averted. Others were blown 
off on E. Pike’s building, on the house 
occupied by Mrs. Johnson cn Morton St. 
and doubtless in other places. While the 
wind was playing with these objects, it 
also rushed into a door of the Boston & 
Maine freight-house and lifted off a part 
of thé roof. Again it took’a special dis- 
like to windows and no end of glass was 
broken in several houses and buildings, 
In several cases the sashes were com- 
pletely smashed.

BURLINGTON, Vt., Dec. 27.—Wilfiam H.' 
Whitman of Winooski, a manufacturing’ 
suburb of this city, shot and killed hia 
wife severely and. probably fatally 
wounded histwo boys, aged 18 and 15, re- 
spectively, at 9 o’clock last night, and 
then going upstairs shot himself, dying 
instantly. : 

Whitman is said to be of intemperate 
habits; on-ateount.of which his wife re- 
fused tollve with him, and recently ob- 
tained a divorce, When he catled at the 
house last night, he expressed a desire to 
say good-bye to their children, of whom 
= were mee ‘On being admitted for 

‘purpose, he at once began to quarrel 
with his wife. . 

It seems. that Whitman's mother, who 
is very wealthy, died recently, leaving all 
her property to others, the will going into 
effect yesterday, and it was over this mat- 
ter that he quarrelled with his wife. 
Words led te blows, and a seuffle ensued,

“The boys were at once removed to a hos- 
pital, where it was discovered that the 

ounds of the elder would probably prove 
utal, but that there was a possibility that 
the other would recover, and a council of 
physicians was called in the hope of. sav- 
ing his life, if not that of the other. 

Although Whitman was a drinking, 
man, he' was not under the influence of 
liquor at the time, and the authorities as- 
sert that the crime was dou).less carefully 
planned beforehand. Mrs, Whitman: is 
said to have been an estimable woman by 
those who knew her. 

Squandered a Fortune. 

Whitman, whoa few years ago was a 
prosperous man, worth $50,000, became a 
victim of the liquor habit, and squandered 
all of his property, and was considered an 
inebriate and put under a guardian. 

Family troubles had become so serious 
that his wife had applied for a divorce, 
and Whitman had been notified to leave 
the house, as he had: made previous at- 
tempts to kill his wife. 

Whitman had consented to leave his 
home, and spent yesterday picking up his 
glothes:'' Going out-of the house- in the 
evening, he returned where his wife and 
his children were sitting, and the shooting 
followed. 

Itis said that Whitman tried to per- 
suade Sheriff Wheeler, who executed the 
will over which the quarrel arose, to ac- 
company him to the house of his wife, but 
the sheriff was unable: to do sd. It is 
thought that he may have escaped a simi- 
lar fate by his absence.

massacre of 10,000 of the Armenian race. 

The draft was indorsed by a unanimous 
vote. It was voted. to hand the skeleton 
resolutions over to the New York delega 
tions, which will carefully prepare, them 
into form and make an English transla 
tion for the American goyernment*and 
the American and English press. 

National songs -were sung and the feel- 
ing was one of united opposition to the 
porte and the barbarous cruelties ‘perpe- 
trated by the minions of the sultan and 
his bloodthirsty vizier.

Ata special meeting of the Grange, 
Friday evening, Messrs. Peter Holt. Jr., 
and George Rogers, of Cochichewick 
Farm, were chosen delegates to represent 
the local association at the adjourned 
meeting of the Worcester Milk Associa- 
tion which was held. in Horticultural 
Hall, Front street, in that city Monday. 
The object of this meeting was to hear 
the report of a committee of ten, ap- 
pointed at a previous meeting, in regard 
‘to changes in the existing law relative to 
contagious diseases aniong domestic ani- 
mals and as to the best measures to adopt 
to secure adequate compensation for ani- 
mals killed by order of the Cattle Com- 
missioners. During the session, after 
considerable discussion, resolutions were 
adopted denouncing the present Cattle 
law so far as it relates to tuberculosis, as 
enforced and-carried out by. the State 
Board of Cattle Commissioners, as_radi- 
cally wrong, unjust to the farmers, per- 
nicious in its results, unconstitutional, 
and applied in an unlawful manner; that 
the owners of condemned cattle should 
be paid full value for all cattle condemned 
that the use of tuberculin isa grievance 
that should be at once relieved by the 
Lezislature, because it is not reliable, 
rendering, as it does, healthy cattle sus- 
ceptible to the disease; that the law be 
so amended that any animal quarantined 
on the premises of the owner shall be’ so
